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What Did We Really Work? 


So we are nearing the end of a year of collecting data which fleshes out how many entities are available monthly 
from the West Coast. It actually is the lower limit to that number because other West Coast stations who did not 
submit their data possibly worked entities that are not in our data set. Another benefit from this study is the fre- 
quency which entities were active. For example, we expect to work Japan every month unless we get lazy. How- 
ever working Oman, A4 and Qatar, A7 10 out of 12 months is truly amazing and unexpected and again, they may 
have been worked in the other 2 months by West Coast stations who did not participate. How about working VU4, 
Andaman's, and VU7 Lakshadweep in the same month which happens to be the last month, December! 


All 282 entities worked by SCDXC this year are represented in this sparse data set. Only 5 club members submitted 
their monthly standings and they did it every month! Thank you guys! 


This data will be folded into the February presentation in the form of graphs and simple tables that will reveal how 
amazing 2023 has been. For this month the tables were expanded to make viewing easier and amplify the enormity 
of the number of entities that were active. Good work to everyone!
